Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed wanting to change the elected embodiment 
from Figures 15A-C to Figures 11A-B. Proposed adding language to claims 19 & 25 that the mass portion is "seamless 
at the ends" to overcome the Memman reference. Examiner was unsure whether the elected embodiment could be 
changed. Applicant believes that original claim 6 and pending claim 19 would read on both embodiments. 
Follow up: Claim 6 was originally drawn to the mass ponton defining a clip securement "slot". This feature is cleariy 
shown and described in the elected Figures 15A-C. Figures 11A-B show and are described as having a clip 
securement "cavity". A "slot" and a "cavity" are defined as having different configurations, and therefore the orginal 
claim 6 did not read on the embodiment shown in Figures 11 A-B. Therefore, since original claim 6 was not generic to 
both embodiments, Figures 11 A-B are non-elected and cannot be covered by the claims. Futhennore, pending claim 
19 was previously amended to remove reference to a "slot", instead describing a "cavity". Therefore, the pending 
claims are drawn to a non-elected species. If the Applicant wishes to pursue the embodiment presented in Figures 
1 1 A-1 1 B, a new divisional or continuing application must be filed. 
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
